Fifty rather than 30 acres for the 
future Menlo Park High School site 
on the former Dibble Hospital 
grounds was suggested this week by 
Sequoia District Supt. A. C. Argo. 

He pointed out that most high 
school sites now contain up to 50 
acres, and that the size would be 
ideal. 


The proposed site for the high 
school is located at Middlefield Road 
and Ravenswood avenue, on part 
of what is now Stanford Village. 
Jt won’t be available until Stanford 
University is through using the land. 


Argo stated that the population 
in this area is growing very rapid- 
ly and that a “large” high school 
here will be needed. 

He commented that 50 acres would 
allow room for development of an 
agricultural program or aeronauti- 
cal program, if desirable, as well as 
space for adequate athletic fields 
and for California-type, one-story 
buildings. 


Sequoia High School is crowded 
on a 40-acre site, he remarked, and 
Palo Alto High School is located on 
alsout 50 acres. 


He made the suggestion to the 
high school board last Friday night, 
and the board directed him to in- 
vestigate the matter. 

Although the entire 50 acres is 
not available at present, 11 acres 
facing Middlefield Road already 
have been declared surplus by War 
Assets Administration and the board 
hopes tO acquire them soon. 

The ll-acre site is large enough 
for construction of the first units of 
the future high school, according 
to Argo. A little more than five 
acres is located on either side of 
the Middlefield entrance to Stan- 
ford Village. One half could be used 
for buildings and the other for an 
athletic field. 

Meanwhile, the Sequoia board ap- 
proved preliminary plans for a $40,- 
000 shop and classroom building at 
Sequoia High School, which serves 
this area at the present time. Argo 
said the new building would help 
alleviate the severe classroom space 
shortage in the high school.

Haircuts Cost 
$1.25 Each 


Haircuts were $1.25 each in Men- 
lo Park this week. Shaves were $1 
The 25-cent increase for both 
haircuts and shaves was voted last 
Thursday by members of the Palo 
Alto area barbers’ union. The new 
price applies to all haircuts, includ- 
ing a neck trim and the cutting of 
children’s hair. 
Menlo Park’s prices now match 
those in Redwood City, San Mateo 
and Burlingame, where the $1.25 
haircut and $1 shave prices have 
been in effect for a year. 
Twice since the pre-war price of 
a haircut was boosted from 75c to 
a dollar 16 months ago, local bar- 
bers have voted against a further in- 
crease, and a barbers’ spokesman 
said the latent action was taken re- 
luctantly. 

The additional charge is due to 
the general rise in living costs, he 
said, and sadly commented, “It’s the 
same old story.” 

A local barber pointed out that it 
actually takes 25 minutes to cut a 
man’s hair, and that a barber can 
figure about two haircuts an hour. 
A share of the money taken in must 
be applied on increased overhead 
costs.

zens, died in Palo Alto Hospital at 
10:30 Tuesday morning, an hour 
and a half after his Model A Ford 


: was hit by a southbound passenger 


train at the Glenwood avenue cross- 
ing. 

The train struck his car directly 
in the middle of its right side and 
tossed it off the tracks 20 feet into 
the Central School fence. The car 
turned over and Max was thrown 
out, 

Contrary to earlier reports that 
he waited for one train and then 
drove into the path of another, it 
is now believed possible that only 
one train was involved. The con- 
ductor earlier had said there were 
two, but J. J. McDonough, district 
passenger agent, who was aboard 
the train that hit the car, told police 
he didn’t see a second one. Although 
they were running late, there was 
no such train scheduled at that 
time. No witnesses of the actual 
accident could be located. 

Immediately after the accident, 
the passenger agent jumped from 


' the train and ran to call an am- 


bulance and police. He said Max 
was sitting there, seemingly uncon- 
cerned and not showing any signs 
of pain. He kind of smiled as if a 
lot of fuss was being made over him 
unnnecessarily. 

He asked to be taken home rath- 
er than to the hospital and wanted 
his car towed to John Huss’ garage. 
At the hospital, he asked for Dr. 
Harold J. Beaver, and talked to him 
before finally losing consciousness. 
The hospital reported that he in- 
curred a fractured skull, broken 
‘pack, five broken ribs and multiple 
\ lacerations. 

Max’s death was a shocking blow 
to the people of Menlo Park, where 
he was popular and well liked. 

“What will Menlo Park do with- 
(out him?” was asked universally. 
“Max was really a wonderful guy!” 

He did have the welfare of Menlo 
Park at heart. For the last two and 
a half years as building inspector 
and street superintendent, he work- 
ed hard and enjoyed his work be- 
cause he felt he was contributing 
to the advancement of the city. 

He had the safety of the people 
in mind, too, and was plenty exact 
about building requirements. 

Contractors and builders consid- 
ered him a hard and strict inspect- 
or, but they respected him. He 
played no favorites and he enforc- 
ed the law to the letter. 

In January, when building ma- 
terials were even scarcer than they 
are now, rebellion against his re- 
fusal to allow substitutes was strong 
enough to cause the city council to 
consider relaxing the city building 
code. At the end of two hearings, 
however, the laws were left un- 
changed. 

As street superintendent, Max 
helped build the weak department 
of streets into a well-equipped, pro- 
gressive unit. Ironically, he was 
killed at a crossing which, under 
his direction, had been made safer 
by leveling of its approaches. 

Everyone liked Max. He was easy

Now, let us regard the great cor- 


porations with their holding com- 
panies, batteries of famous lawyers 
and high-salaried political lobbies.

In my opinion it is desirable that 
cities turn the property assessment 
and tax collection function over to 
the county, for the county does the 
|job anyway for itself, the 
districts and most special districts 
and the city is only duplicating the 
work. In short, the taxpayer pays 
twice for having his property assess- 
ed and his taxes collected in cities 
collecting their own taxes. The 
| counties charge one per cent for the 
first $25,000 cf taxes collected and 
one-quarter of one per cent on the 
balance. Menlo Park will pay less 
than $300 for this service this year. 
If we collected ourselves, the post- 
age alone might approach this fig- 
ure. Such cities as Los Angeles, 
Oakland and San Diego also use 
the services of their respective coun- 

Menlo Park’s assessed valuation | ties. 
for the current fiscal year, as de- 
termined by the County Assessor, is 
$3,561,186, a gain of 11 per cent 
ever last year, and of 23 per cent 
over 1943. The increase of $333,000 
over last year is the largest ever 
registered by Menlo Park in a single 
year, and exceeds the total gain of 
the preceeding three years. How- 
ever, I believe that the totals next | 
year may show an even greater 
jump, for property is assessed as it 
stands on the first Monday of 
March each year, and from obser- 
vation of the status of building in 
the city limits I am inclined to think 
we will see even more houses com- 
pleted between last- March and 
next than we saw in the previous 
year. 

It has been the policy of the City 
of Menlo Park to turn the assessing 
of property and the collection of 
taxes for city purposes over to the 
County Assessor. In this way the 
taxpayer receives only one tax bill 
each each year which includes the 
levies of all of the governmental 
podies levying taxes on property in 
the city. Were Menlo Park to as- 
sess property and collect its own 
taxes, as is done by all other cities 
in the county except Atherton and 
Belmont, the taxpayer here would

Why then do any cities do their 
own assessing and collecting? I 
think it is probably because of the 
tax rate limitation. All general law 
cities and most chartered cities have 
tax rate limits of $1.00 per $100 of 
assessed valuation. Now if the city 
has no control] over the values plac- 
ed upon property, the amount of 
money which it may legally raise is 
determined by the policy of the 
county assessor. Almost without ex- 
ception where a city collects its own 
taxes the assessed valuation it uses 
is from 10 to 150 per cent above the 
values placed upon the property in 
the city by the county assessor. In 
most cases the city could not ren- 
der services on the existing scale if 
it had to apply its tax rate limit 
against the valuations placed by the 
county assessor. 


The law states property is to be 
assessed at its “full cash value.” 
This has been generally interpreted 
as half the going market value. In
